TIED UP AGAIN. 
Railroads in Colorado Are Block- 


aded by Another Fierce 
Snowstorm, 


Denver, Col., Feb. 23.—A fierce snow- 
storm has been raging in the mountains 
since Monday night, completely block- 
ing some of the railroad lines. The Den- 
ver & Rio Grande, by a tremendous ef- 
fort, has managed to keep its trains 
moving over the greater part of the 
system, but the main line is blocked on 
Tennessee pass. The Colorado Midland 
and South Park lines, parts of which 
have not been opened for several weeks, 
are now buried under greater drifts 
than ever before during the winter, and 
no further effort will be made to open 
these roads until the storm ceases.

Campaign Against Filipinos to Be 
Prosecuted with Vigor. 


DECISION OF THE ARMY OFFICIALS, 


The Striking of a Decisive Blow Be- 
fore the Rainy Season Sets in Felt 
to Be Necessary in Order to 
Save Our Troops. 


Washington, Feb. 23.—The authori- 
ties here are giving close attention to 
the, daily developments in the military 
situation in the Philippines, and have 
decided to push the campaign against 
the rebellious followers of Aguinaldo 
with energy. Every casualty report 
that comes from Gen. Otis notes the 
wounding or kiling of some of the 
American troops by whatiare practical- 
ly sharpshooters on the other side. The 


insurgents apparently have 
that they cannot hope to cope with 


American troops on anything like even 
terms in a regular set battle, and from 


now on they are expected to rely tipon 


the harassing tactics they have prac- 


ticed for the past ten days. The main 
body of the insurgents have now fallen 


back well out of line of effective range 


of the gunboats, but as the American 


troops have been. obliged to extend 


their lines in order to protect the water 
works and to take advantage of the nat- 
ural topographical defenses of Manila 
the troops are exposed to the fire of 
these guerrillas without an opportunity 
to retaliate, for the enemy flees before 
an advancein force. This was, after all, 
about what was expected by the war 
department officials, and that was why 
in sending reenforcements to Gen. Otis 
they made it a point to send'as many of 
the regular troops as possible who had 
been used to Indian fighting in the Bad 
Lands of the west. Gen. Lawton, who 
goes out to take command of these 
troops, is an old Indian fighter, and 
soon after these troops arrive, within 
two or three weeks, a forwardeampaign 
will begin, and a heavy blow be struck 
that will keep the insurgents quiet dur- 
ing the rainy season, if it does not bring 
about their immediate surrender. It is 
felt to be necessary to do this, in order 
to avoid the hardships to which The 
American troops otherwise would be 
exposed during the torrential rains, 
which will make life in outside intrench- 
ments almost impossible for civilized 
troops. 
Fire and Fighting. 


Manila, Feb. 23.—There was an out- 


break of incendiarism, accompanied by 
fighting, in Manila Wednesday evening. 
The casualties were few, but the prop- 
erty loss is enormous. 

Accepts the Situation. 

Hong-Kong, Feb. 23—Aguinaldo has 
issued a manifesto accepting the situa- 
tion caused by the “unexpected provo- 
cation of the Americans,” while la- 
menting the hostilities, which, he says, 
he “tried to avoid by every means in 
his power,” making humiliating conces- 
sions and “tolerating insults and out- 
rages of the army of occupation against 
the people of Manila.” He adds that 
he is prepared to sacrifice everything 
to “maintain the integrity of the na- 
tional honor,™calls on all “to witness 
the good faith and honesty” of his in- 
tentions and complains that he has 
been treated as a rebel “because he de- 
fended the national interests instead of 
‘becoming the tool of the American pre- 
posterous pretensions.” 

The rebel leader further alleges that 
the country is unanimous in his sup- 
port, that the people “will perish rather 
than accept the odious American do- 


-minion,” and alleges that “even the 


corrupt Spanish dominion is prefer- 
able.” 

The Philippine commission is con- 
sidered by Aguinaldo to be a farce and 
Otis, Denby, Dewey and Secretary 
Harden are classed as “pronounced 
annexationists,” the latter being 
charged with having “maliciously de- 
famed the Filipinos in newspaper re- 
ports.” He is classed as being especial- 
ly “obnoxious to the Filipino govern- 
ment.” 

Finally, Aguinaldo expresses the 
wish to “proclaim to the world and of- 
ficially dispel the false report that 
Germany or any other power has ren- 
dered assistance, moral or material, to 
the Filipinos,” adding: “Nor have the 
Filipinos solicited it.”

He received these 
orders about August 23, and after pick- 
ing up a load of sick at various points 
in Porto Rico sailed on September 5 
and arrived at Fortress Monroe Sep- 
tember 10, landing his patients in a 
greatly improved condition. He report- 
ed to Washington, where he was quite 
ill and was given sick leave. Thie sur- 
geon general was pleased with his work 
on the Panama and wished him to re- 
main with her. While still sick in 
Pittsburgh he received orders from 
Gen. Miles to go on an inspection tour 
of the new regiments in the south, who 
were being fitted out for tropic service. 
This was the trip on which witness be- 
came acquainted with the alleged em- 
balmed beef. There were several offi- 
cers engaged in this inspection. 

Dr. Daly’s investigation. was directed 
among other things particularly to- 
ward the food supply and cooking ar- 
rangements of the regiments. ‘The 
general object of the inspection, accord- 
ing tothe witness, was to get the troops 
into the best possible condition for ac- 
tive service ahd torender assistance and 
instruction wherever it was needed. - 

Reports were rendered after the in- 
spection of each camp visited. These 
reports in the course of regular rou- 
tine passed through the hands of the 
general commanding the army. Dur- 
ing this trip he became so ill that he 
was obliged to return home to Pitts- 
burgh where, after remaining for some 
time on sick leave, he tendered his 
resignation. 

In all of this very detailed recital the 
question of beef was not once broached 
By the court, but when Dr. Daly had 
been chronologically carried through 
his term of service and out of the army, 
the recorder handed him the famous 
“embalmed beef” report and asked 
him if he recognized it. Dr. Daly said 
that he did and it was all right except 
perhaps the date, which in the copy 
was September 21. He said to the best 
of his recollection the exact date was 
October 14. The date, however, he said, 
was not essential, the report being gen- 
uine and, in the opinion of Dr. Daly, 
perfectly accurate. 

Packers Will Be Represented. 

Col. Davis then addressed the court. 
briefly, saying that it was only within 
24 hours that he had been able per- 
sonally to study this report of Dr. 
Daly. and he found therein certain al-

America’s Mission. 

Mr. Bryan spoke about “America’s 
Mission.” He said, in part: 

“Our nation is tempted to depart from its | 
‘standard of morality’ and adopt a policy | 
of ‘criminal aggression.’ But, will it yield? | 
If I mistake not the sentiment of the 
American people they will spurn the bribe 
of imperialism, and, by resisting tempta- 
tion, win such a victory as has not been 
won since the battle of Yorktown. Let it 
be written of the United States: Behold 
a republic that took up arms to aida neigh- 
boring people, struggling to be free; a re- 
public that, in the progress of the war, 
helped distant races whose wrongs were 
not in contemplation when hostilities be- 
fan; a republic that, when peace was re- 
stored, turned a deaf ear to the clamorous 
voice of greed and to those borne down by 
the weight of a foreign yoke spoke the wel- 
come words: Stand up, be free. Let this 
be the record made on history’s page and 
the silent example of this republic, true to 
its principles in the hour of trial, will do 
more to extend the area of self-govern- 
ment and of civilization than could be done 
by all the wars of conquest that we could 
wage in a generation. 

“The forcible annexation of the Philip- 
pine islands is not necessary to make the 
United States a world power. For over ten 
decades our nation has been a world power. 
During its brief existence it has exerted 
upon the human race an influence more i 
potent for good than all the other nations 
of the earth combined, and it has exerted | 
that influence without sword or Gatling } 
gun. Mexico and the republics of Centra] 
and South America testify to the benign 
influence of our institutions, while Europe - 
and Asia give evidence of the working of 
the leaven of self-government. In the 
crovih of democracy we observe the tri- 
umphant march of an idea—an idea that 
would be weighted down rather than aided 
by the armor and weapons proffered by 
imperialism.” 

At the Capital. 

Washington, Feb. 23.—Washingtton’s 
anniversary was observed here general- 
ly. All government departments were 
closed and also most of the stores, 
There were a number of patriotic meet- 
ings. ‘The National Society of the Chil- 
dren of the Revolution. made their an- 
nual celebration and an immense crowd 
thronged Columbia theater. Mrs, 
Daniel Lothrop, national president. 
called the society to order and ‘“‘Ameri- 
ca” was sung by the audience standing. 
Representative Dolliver, of Iowa, was 
the orator of the day. He declared there 
was deep philosophy in the patriotic 
training of children and that when the 
children develop into the men and wom- 
en of the future their early thoughts 
and inspiration would tell. The true 
American aristocracy is not of wealth. 
family or of social position, he said, but 
of patriotism, sacrifice and service. 

Banquet in Chicago. 

Chicago, Feb. 23.—One thousand 
members of the Union League club 
gathered in the great banquet hall of 
the clubhouse Wednesday night on the 
occasion of the annual banquet given 
by the club on the anniversary of the 
birth of Washington. ‘The hall was 
most tastefully decorated with flowers 
and the national colors. President 
John S. Miller presided and introduced 
the speaker, Hon. Bourke Cockran, 
who made the speech of the day at the 
Auditorium in the afternoon. Mr. 
Cockran said he had spoken so much 
during the day that.in his opinion mem- 
bers of the club would prefer to have 
him curtail his remarks in favor of the 
gentlemen who were to follow, and 
whom the club had not yet heard. He, 
therefore, spoke very briefly. He said, 
among other things: 

“I believe the whole American people are 
practically unanimous in the belief that no 
man wants to impose the authority of this 
government upon anybody except for his 
good—and largely by his consent. The 
duty which we owe to these people whose 
destinies the fortunes of war have placed 
in our hands is a duty that we don’t owe 
to Spain and that we don’t owe to any par- 
ticular country, but that we do to the whole 
civilization of the world.” 

Rev. Hamilton Spence, to whom was 
assigned “Solidarity,” followed. Dr. 
Spence made a most happy impression 
and his remarks were received with ap- 
plause, The next speaker was Senator 
Davis, of Minnesota, who spoke on the 
treaty of Paris. The last regular ad- 
dress was by President Charles Ken- 
dall Adams, of the University of Wis- 
The toast given him was 
“Fruits of the Victory.” 

At the Auditorium. 

In the afternoon Hon. Bourke Cock- 
ran delivered the address at the Audi- 
torium mass. meeting, held under the 
auspices of the Union League club. His 
subject was “Washington.” The ster- 
ling character of the man, the patriot- 
ism and skill of the soldier, the fidelity 
to principle of the statesman, all were 
portrayed by the speaker with mem- 
orable. eloquence. The need of follow- 
ing his wise counsel in solving the prob-

| ance of Gen. Russell A. Alger, secretary

The secretary said nothing 
in his brief introductory remarks 
about war department affairs. He con- 
gratulated the citizens of the United 
States upon their intelligence, loyalty 
and patriotism shown the past year 
and upon the fact that the financial tide 
had turned so that the nation which 
was once a borrower is now on topin 
a financial sense, 

The principal address of the evening 
was by Frank S. Monett, attorney-gen- 
eral of Ohio, whose subject was “The 
Corporations.” 
Addresses were also delivered by Gen. 
Duffield, Gov. Pingree, Hon. James Wil- 


son, secretary of agriculture, and Hon. 


Frank O. Lowden, of Chicago. 

In New York. 

New York, Feb. 23.—The one hundred 
and sixty-sixth anniversary of the birth 
of George Washington was celebrated 
in New York city Wednesday by a gen- 
eral holiday, the general display of 
flags and patriotic exercises. Com- 
pared with last year, whem the mem- 
ory of the Maine disaster was fresh in 
the minds of the people and rumors 
of war filled the air, the enthusiasm was 
slight. Various patriotic receptions 
took place during the afternoon and in 
the evening the Sons of the Revolution, 
Daughters of the Revolution, Colonial 
club, and the Society of the Cincinnati 
and similar societies held their an- 
nual dinners. 

In Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia, Feb. 23—Washington’s 
birthday was celebrated here with ex- 
ercises at the Academy of Music un- 
der the auspices of the University of 
Pennsylvania. Some 2,000 students 
murched in procession and. enlivened.the 
day with their college songs and class 
slogans. The exercises at the academy 
opened with prayer by Bishop Ozi W. 
Whitaker, and the students in chorus 
sang the national hymn “America” and 
the university hymn, “Hail Pennsyl- 
vania.” 

The orator of the occasion was Seth 
Low, L.L. D., president of Columbia uni- 
versity. His topic was: “The United 
States in 1899.” 


TIED UP AGAIN. 


Railroads in Colorado Are Block- 
aded by Another Fierce 
Snowstorm, 


Denver, Col., Feb. 23.—A fierce snow- 
storm has been raging in the mountains 
since Monday night, completely block- 
ing some of the railroad lines. The Den- 
ver & Rio Grande, by a tremendous ef- 
fort, has managed to keep its trains 
moving over the greater part of the 
system, but the main line is blocked on 
Tennessee pass. The Colorado Midland 
and South Park lines, parts of which 
have not been opened for several weeks, 
are now buried under greater drifts 
than ever before during the winter, and 
no further effort will be made to open 
these roads until the storm ceases. The 
inhabitants of Breckenridge, Kokomo. 
Dillon and other points in that vicinity, 
as well as hundreds of miners living in 
cabins in the surrounding mountains, 
are in a condition that is rapidly becom- 
ing desperate. Stock is already starv- 
ing in the towns, and the food supplies 
for the people are running very low. It 
is believed isolated miners have already 
starved to death. 4 

The Colorado & Southern and the 
Denver & Rio Grande companies have 
promised to open their lines into this 
territory as soon as the storm ceases, 
and the people will help them with the 
shoveling. Wednesday 100 shovelers 
on the Midland struck for an increase 
of wages from $1.75 to three dollars per 
day. They walked eight miles to Lead- 
ville. It took eight hours to make the 
trip. The Midland company has six 
engines and a big Jull plow at Rusk try- 
ing to break the blockade, but the coal 
supply is limited. It is said eight en- 
gines are “dead” and half buried in 
snow between Rusk and Ivanhoe, a dis- 
tance of three miles. Snow is reported 
to be ten to sixteen feet deep on a level 
in northwest Colorado. Steamboat 
Springs is entirely cut off, the stage 
road being impassable.

Killed by His Wife. 

" Middlesboro, Ky., Feb. 23.—Mattie 
Winston killed her husband with a shot- 
gun Wednesday morning in Lee coun- 
ty, Va. Her husband had been in the 
habit of whipping her, and tried it 
Wednesday morning, when she killed 
him. Mrs. Winston is an invalid. She 
left home when she committed the deed 
and has not been seen since. 


Will Attend the Funeral. 

Paris, Feb. 23.—President Loubet has 
notified M. Dupuy of his intention to ac- 
company the funeral procession from 
the beginning to the end of the route, 
though his friends have vainly tried to 
dissuade him by pointing out the dan- 
ger of a hostile manifestation. —

(Hae CUMmes IFO) Gwen. Uls motes the 
wounding or kiling of some of the 
American troops by whatiare practical- 
ly sharpshooters on the other side. The 
insurgents apparently have learned 
that they cannot hope to cope with 
American troops on anything like even 
terms in a regular set battle, and from 
now on they are expected to rely tipon 
the harassing tactics they have prac- 
ticed for the past ten days. The main 
body of the insurgents have now fallen 
back well out of line of effective range 


of the gunboats, but as the American 


troops have been. obliged to extend 
their lines in order to protect the water 
works and to take advantage of the nat- 
ural topographical defenses of Manila 
the troops are exposed to the fire of 
these guerrillas without an opportunity 
to retaliate, for the enemy flees before 
an advance in force. This was, after all, 
about what was expected by the war 
department officials, and that was why 
in sending reenforcements to Gen. Otis 
they made it a point to send as many of 
the regular troops as possible who had 
been used to Indian fighting in the Bad 
Lands of the west. Gen. Lawton, who 
goes out to take command of these 
troops, is an old Indian fighter, and 
soon after these troops arrive, within 
two or three weeks, a forwardeampaign 
will begin, and a heavy blow be siruck 
that will keep the insurgents quiet dur- 
ing the rainy season, if it does not bring 
about their immediate surrender. It is 
felt to be necessary to do this, in order 
to avoid the hardships to which The 
American troops otherwise would be 
exposed during the torrential rains, 
which will make life in outside intrench- 
ments almost impossible for civilized 
troops. 
Fire and Fighting. 

Manila, Feb. 23.—There was an out- 
break of incendiarism, accompanied by 
fighting, in Manila Wednesday evening. 
The casualties were few, but the prop- 
erty loss is enormous. 

Accepts the Situation. 

Hong-Kong, Feb. 23—Aguinaldo has 
issued a manifesto accepting the situa- 
tion caused by the “unexpected provo- 
cation of the Americans,” while la- 
menting the hostilities, which, he says, 
he “tried to avoid by every means in 
his power,” making humiliating conces- 
sions and “tolerating insults and out- 
rages of the army of occupation against 
the people of Manila.” He adds that 
he is prepared to sacrifice everything 
to “maintain the integrity of the na- 
tional honor,” calls on all “to witness 
the good faith and honesty” of his in- 


tentions and complains that he has 


been treated as a rebel “because he de- 
fended the national interests instead of 
‘becoming the tool of the American pre- 
posterous pretensions.” 

The rebel leader further alleges that 
the country is unanimous in his sup- 
port, that the people “will perish rather 
than accept the odious American do- 


. minion,” and alleges that “even the 


corrupt. Spanish dominion is prefer- 
able.” 

The Philippine commission is con- 
sidered by Aguinaldo to be a farce and 
Otis, Denby, Dewey and Secretary 
Harden are classed as “pronounced 
annexationists,” the latter being 
charged with having “maliciously de- 
famed the Filipinos in newspaper re- 
ports.” He is classed as being especial- 
ly “obnoxious to the Filipino govern- 
ment.” 

Finally, Aguinaldo expresses the 
wish to “proclaim to the world and of- 
ficially dispel the false report that 
Germany or any other power has ren- 
dered assistance, moral or material, to 
the Filipinos,” adding: “Nor have the 
Filipinos solicited it.” 

The Flag Over Negros, 


Manila, Feb. 23.—While the guns on 
the city walls and those on board the 
ships of Rear Admiral Dewey’s fleet in 
the bay fired a salute in honor of Wash- 
ington’s birthday four commissioners 
from the island of Negros had an in- 
terview with Maj. Gen. Otis and in- 
formed him that the American flag had 
already been raised over thatisland and 
that its inhabitants were ready, anx- 
ious and willing to accept any propo- 
sition the Americans might offer. The 
insurgents have been driven from the 
island entirely. Although the Iloilo 
rebels have given the people of Negros 
much trouble, especially in the matter 
of financial assistance demanded by the 
rebel leaders, the inhabitants.of N egros 
have. persistently held aloof and now, 
through the commissioners, announced 
they wanted the advice and the help 
of Gen. Otis. The latter assured them 
that the Americans would provide an 
acceptable government, and in the 
meantime he instructed them not to 
pay the rebels anything. The Negros 
commissioners were delighted with 
their reception. 


Toledo Fears a Flood. 

Toledo, O., Feb. 23.—The ice on the 
Maumee river is breaking, and numer- 
ous ice jams make the situation dan- 
gerous. The river is rising rapidly, and 
Toledo is threatened with the worst 
flood in years. Efforts are being made 
to break up the ice jams at various 
points. The lower part of the city is 


' already experiencing some difficulty 
keeping above water.

When the Subject of His Confirma- 
tion to the State’s Prison Board 
Comes Up in the Legislature—Jud- 
son’s Wardenship at Stake. 


Fred Britton, the well known corre- 
spondent, ‘pends the following interest- 
ing bit of news: 

LANSING, Mich., Feb. 22.—Bill Jud- 
son’s fight for the wardenship of the 
prison at Jackson may now be said to 
be on. Late yesterday, Gov. Pin'gree 
sent to the senate the nomination of 
Freeman, of Manchester, 
Washtena'w county, to be a member of 
the board of control of the prison for 
six years, to succeed F. Hart Smith, of 
Somerset, whose term expired Feb.. 15 
last, _ oe 

Mr. Freeman is Me Judson’s selec- 
tion for the. place. With Gov. Pingree 
an ex-officio member of the board, and 
H. S. Holmes, also of Washtenaw, Gov. 
Pingree’s former appointee on the 
board, the prison management on. Free- 
man’s confirmation will become Pin- 
greeite in complexion. 

“But,” says one of the leaders of the 
anti-Pingree forces in the senate, ‘‘Mr. 
Freeman never will be confirmed. The 
nomination will be rejected’ on grounds 
not associated with the Judson-Cham- 
berlain fight. 

Mr. Freeman last fall was a candi- 
date for the nomination as state sen- 
ator in the Washtenaw-Jackson dis- 
trict. 
became the regular nominee of the Re- 
publican convention for that office. 

“Mr. Freeman, after the convention, 
went out and opposed at the polls .the 
election of the regular nominee. He 
was successful, too. The district is now 
represented in the senate by Senator 
Chas. A. Ward, the Democratic editor, 
of Ann Arbor.

A LETTER FROM MANILA. 


OOEANIC PHOSPHORESCENCES.

The wind had set the idle 
waves in motion, and every movement 
of the waves, revealed in its dark 
depths a hidden fire, which scintillated 
and sparkled with weird and mysterious 
light. I sat as one in a trance, obvious 
of nothing that was transpiring arounā 
me excepting the fascinating Spertacle 
before me.

THE CITY OF MANILA AND THE 

FILIPINOS. 

The city of Manila is situated on the 
eastern coast of Manila bay, in the 
southwestern part of the Island of Lu- 
zon, the largest of the 1,206 odd islands 
which comprise the Philippine group. 

It is divided into two parts: Old Ma- 
City) and 
New Manila. The former, in keeping 
with the bigotry and spirit of anti-pro- 
gress, of which it is symbolic, is sur- 
rounded by a series of three walls—each 
of which is separated from the other 
bya moat filthy with the refuse accu-

However, unlike her sige sister she 
(New Manila) stretches forth her arms 
unfettered, as if welcoming a stray 
beam from the world of progress be- 
yond. j 

Old Manila is of the paist; it is a relic 
of the medieval age, when «x rmoured 
knights ‘contended with armoured 
knight, and grim battlement frowned 
upon attacking foe whom moat and 
bridge forbade advance. 

New Manila is of the present, just 
awakening, it is true, from: the slumber 
of ages, but the dawn of a new era is 
now bursting upon her. . 

To us from the land -of sky-scraping 
buildings and horseless cars, Manila is 
interesting—fascinating; the Pasig river 
and its numerous tributaries flowing 
through all parts of the city, with their 
surface studded with the odd-looking 
craft of the Philippines (giving it some- 
what the aspect of beautiful Venice); 
its narrow, winding streets and side- 
walks; its low, square ‘buildings of a 
type Spanish with which most of us are 
familiar only in picture and story; its 
funny little street car system (tne one 
redeeming feature of which is, it is not 
owned by ‘Uncle ‘Collis’—however, an- 
nexation will auger ill for the future),

Mr. Freeman is Mr. Judson’s selec- 
tion for the place. With Gov. Pingree 
an ex-officio member of the board, and 
H. S. Holmes, also of Washtenaw, Gov. 
Pingree’s former appointee on the 
‘board, the prison management on. Free- 
man’s confirmation will become Pin- 
greeite in complexion. i 

“But,” says one of the leaders of the 
anti-Pingree forces in the senate, “‘Mr. 
Freeman never will be confirmed. The 
nomination will be rejected on grounds 
not associated with the Judson-Cham- 
berlain fight. aa 

Mr. Freeman last fall was a candi- 
date for the nomination as state sen- 
ator in the Washtenaiw-Jackson dis- 
IFICE.

said jail. 

That upon the trial of said cause the 
said court (circuit court) discharged the 
plaintiff and his copartners. That ihere- 
upon said Sweet and the authorities of 
the city of Ann Arbor decided to take 
the case to the supreme court for re- 
view 'by writ of error, and an order was 
en'tered in said case in said court ex- 
tending the time to prepare and settle 
a bill of exceptions, and said Sweet, act- 
ing for and on behalf of said city of Ann 
Arbor, was progressing as. rapidly .to- 
“wards reviewing the said case in the 
supreme court. 

That said plaintiff thereupon applied 
to said Sweet and the mayor and cer- 
tain of the leading ‘citizens of Ann Ar- 
bor for an adjustment of said trouble 
and in consultation had, the said plain- 
tiff and his copartners undertook and 
promised and agreed with the said may- 
or and the said Sweet and said citizens 
that in case they would not further 
prosecute the suit in the supreme court 
they, the said plaintiff and his said co- 


‘| partners,.would make no claim against 


the said ‘city or any of the individuals 
or citizens or of Sweet, for any dam- 
ages which had or might sustain by rea- 
son of said prosecution, and that in 
compliance with said undertaking and 
agreement, the defendants and the city 
of Ann Arbor ceased further to prose- 
cute said suit in the supreme court and 
suffered the-same to be dismissed. 

The defendants have entered a mo- 
tion requiring the plaintiffs to file a 
security for costs on the grounds (1) 
they are financially irresponsible and a

| FILIPINOS. 

The city of Manila is situated on the 
eastern coast of Manila bay, in tre 
southwestern part of the Island of Lu- 
zon, the largest of the 1,206 odd islands 
which comprise ‘the Philippine group. 

It is divided into two parts: Old Ma- 


{ nila (often styled “The Walled City) and 


New Manila. The former, in keeping 
with the bigotry and spirit of anti-pro- 
gress, of which it is symbolic, is sur- 
rounded by a series of three walls—each 
of which is separated from the other 
by a moat filthy with the refuse accu- 
mulated for centuries—as if fearful iest, 
one shaft of Apollo—one ray of sur- 
shine—be shot into its dingy enclosure, 
the latter, in turn, is subdivided into 
six districts: San Sebastian, San Miguel, 
Oiupo, Santa Cruz, Binoudo and Toudo, 
of which Binoudo is the business cen- 
ter, San Miguel the residence quarter 
of Manila—nabobs and 400, the palace 
of the governor-general of the Philip- 
pines and other dignitaries being in this 
district, as well as the human moths 
which inevitably flit about such social 
lights. 

However, unlike her elde sister she 
(New Manila) stretches forth her arms 
unfettered, as if welcoming a stray 
beam from the world of progress ‘be- 
yond. 

Old Manila is of the past; 
of the medieval age, when armoured 
knights ‘contended with armoured 
knight, and grim battlement frowned 


it is a relic 


upon attacking foe whom moat and 
bridge forbade advanc>. 
New Manila is of the present, just 


awakening, it is true, from the slumber 
of ages, but the dawn of a new era is 
now bursting’ upon her. 

To us from the land -of sky-scraping 
buildings and horseless cars, Manila is 
interesting—fascinating; the Pasig river 
and its numerous tributaries flowing 
through all parts of the city, with their 
surface studded with the odd-looking 
craft of the Philippines (giving it some- 
what the aspect of beautiful Venice); 
its narrow, winding streets and side- 
walks; its low, square ‘buildings of a 
type Spanish with which most of us are 
familiar only in picture and story; its 
funny little street car system (tne one 
redeeming feature of which is, it is not 
owned by ‘“‘Uncle Collis’’—however, an- 
nexation will auger ill for the future), 
which would ‘be a fit subject for investi- 
gation by the Society of Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals—especially when 
one measly little horse is going through 
all sorts of contortions in his endeavor 
te pull a car loaded with forty odd 
healthy-looking specimens of manhood 
(most of them soldiers); its native ven- 


į dors lining sidewalk edge or sitting in 


their quaint little bamboo shacks with 
their stock of fruits, drinks and indi- 
gestible breadstuffs; its oddly dressed 
populace (affording an excellent exam- 
ple of evolu'tion in the art of clothing), 
ranging from the tot clad in only an ex- 
tended order smile, and passing through 


the stages of abbreviated pants, then į 


shirts, then pants an'd transparent shirt 
until the acme is reached in the dress 
of the Manila swell—all possess that 
oddity so fascinating to a “new world’ 
man.

THE MISSING BULGARIA. 


, Steamship Vittoria Reaches Balti- 
more with Four of Her Crew— 
Her Fate Still Unknown. 


| 
| 
| Baltimore, Md., Feb. 23.—The British 
steamship Vittoria, Capt. Wetherell, 
arrived Wednesday from Hull via 
Hampton Roads with four of the crew 
of the missing Hamburg-American 
liner Bulgaria. The rescued mariners 
are: Second Mate O. Scharges, Quar- 
termaster Carl Ludtke and John Sehulz 
and Seaman William Starke. They 
| were picked up by the Vittoria from 
an open boat from the Bulgaria 3% 
es after they had been cast adrift 
| in latitude 40 north, longitude 43 west, 
on February 5. ‘These, with the 26 
women and children who were picked 
up by the tank steamer Weehawken 
and landed in Ponta del Gada, Azore 
islands, a week ago, are all that have 
been heard from of the crew of 89 men 
and 41 passengers which the Bulgaria 
had aboard when she sailed from New 
York for Bremen January 28. 

Capt. Wetherell said that he sighted 
the Bulgaria in a disabled condition at 
five a.m. February 5, flags flying, and 
the tank steamer Weehawken standing 
by and communicating with her. There 
was a heavy sea on, and his vessel drift- 
ed away from the disabled craft, but he 
again located her. He saw the nen 
aboard the crippled vessel attempt ta 
lower a boat, and just as four of them 
got into it it broke loose from the 
steamer and drifted away. The four 
men made an effort to row back to the 
Bulgaria, but could not approach her 
on account of the high seas. : 

The Vittoria was preparing to lower 
a boat to go to the assistance of those 
on the Bulgaria when the four men 
came alongside. After considerable 
difficulty they were taken aboard. Dur- 
ing a lull the second officer of the Bul- 
garia, accompanied by six of the crew 
of the Vittoria, manned the boat just 
vacated and started for the sinking 
steamer. They were scarcely away 

from the side of the Vittoria, however, 

before another gale began, and the 
brave fellows not being able to reach 
the Bulgaria found it impossible to re- 
turn to the Vittoria until several 
hours had passed. Capt. Wetherel] 
would not abandon hope of being of as- 
sistance to those on board the ill-fated 
vessel and remained in sight. of her un- 
til nightfall, when a perfect hurricane 
arose and carried the waiting ship 
miles away. In the morning the Bul- 
garia was not to be seen and the Vit- 
toria proceeded on her journey, 

Second Officer Schrages, of the Bul- 
garia, says that throughout all of the 
excitement and danger the conduct of 
the crew and pasengers was excellent. 
The women were especially brave. He 
thinks there is little likelihood that the 
Bulgaria weathered the storm that 
night, as she was sinking when he left 
her. To make matters worse during 
the storm 100 horses that were stabled 
on the upper forward deck, stampeded, 
and in their fright made a wild dash, 
trampling each other to death. This 
state of affairs lasted until all but 20 
had been killed or drowned in the wash 
of the waves. Then the butcher of the 
vessel, with a number of seamen, went 
into the pen and tried to quiet the 
beasts that remained. This failing, as 
did also the attempt to force the fren- 
zied animals overboard, their throats 
were cut. Before the maddened ani- 
mals were. dispatched, however, the 
butcher had: both his legs broken and 
one of the seamen was badly injured. 

The Koordistan, the third vessel that 
saw the distress of the Bulgaria, with- 
out being able to be of assistance Be- 
cause of the tempestuous seas, arrived 
in Bremen on the 19th instant, and re- 
ported that the Bulgaria had foundered. 
Second Officer Schrages is reasonably 
positive that none were rescued from 
the ill-fated vessel after he left her, and 
it is feared that 101 persons went down 
with her. The Bulgaria had no accom- 
modations for first-class passengers, 
and all the passengers on board were in 
the steerage. They were mostly Ger- 
mans from different parts of the United 
States. She was nota regular liner, and 
had been in the service of the Hamburg- 
American line about a year.

They 
were picked up by the Vittoria from 
an open boat from the Bulgaria 3% 
hours after they had been cast. adrift 
in latitude 40 north, longitude 43 west, 
on February 5. ‘These, with the 28 
women and children who were picked 
up by the tank steamer Weehawken 
and landed in Ponta del Gada, Azore 
islands, a week ago, are all that have 
been heard from of the crew of 89 men 
and 41 passengers which the Bulgaria 
had aboard when she sailed from New 
York for Bremen January 28. 

Capt. Wetherell said that he sighted 
the Bulgaria in a disabled condition at 
five a. m. February 5, flags flying, and 
the tank steamer Weehawken standing 
by and communicating with her. There 
was a heavy sea on, and his vessel drift- 
ed away from the disabled craft, but he 
again located her. He saw the nen 
aboard the crippled vessel attempt to 
lower a boat, and just as four of them 
got into it it broke loose from the 
steamer and drifted away. The four 
men made an effort to row back to the 
Bulgaria, but could not approach her 
on account of the high seas. | 

The Vittoria was preparing to lower 
a boat to go to the assistance of those 
on the Bulgaria when the four men 
came alongside. After considerable 
difficulty they were taken aboard. Dur- 
ing a lull the second officer of the Bul- 
garia, accompanied by six of the crew 
of the Vittoria, manned the boat just 
vacated and started for the sinking 
They were scarcely away 


before another gale began, and the 
brave fellows not being able to reach 
the Bulgaria found it impossible to re- 
turn to the Vittoria until several 
hours had passed. Capt. Wetherel] 
would not abandon hope of being of as- 
sistance to those on board the ill-fated 
vessel and remained in sight of her un- 
til nightfall, when a perfect hurricane 
arose and carried the waiting ship 
miles away. In the morning the Bul- 
garia was not to be seen and the Vit- 
toria proceeded on her journey, 
Second Officer Schrages, of the Bul- 
garia, says that throughout all of the 
excitement and danger the conduct of 
the crew and pasengers was excellent. 
The women were especially brave. He 
thinks there is little likelihood that the 
Bulgaria weathered the storm that 
night, as she was sinking when he left 
her. To make matters worse during 
the storm 100 horses that were stabled 
on the upper forward deck, stampeded, 
and in their fright made a wild dash, 
trampling each other to death. This 
state of affairs lasted until all but 20 
had been killed or drowned in the wash 
of the waves. Then the butcher of the 
vessel, with a number of seamen, went 
into the pen and tried to quiet the 
beasts that remained. This failing, as 
did also the attempt to force the fren- 
zied animals overboard, their throats 
were cut. Before the maddened ani- 
mals were dispatched, however, the 
butcher had both his legs broken and 
one of the seamen was badly injured. 
The Koordistan, the third vessel that 
saw the distress of the Bulgaria, with- 
out being able to be of assistance Be- 
cause of the tempestuous seas, arrived 
in Bremen on the 19th instant, and re 
ported that the Bulgaria had foundered. 
Second Officer Schrages is reasonably 
positive that none were rescued from 
the ill-fated vessel after he left her, and
